Chinese worker jumps to death over missing prototype

GUANGZHOU, China Chinese worlcer Sun 
Danyong was responsible for handling 
the prototypes of one of the world’s hot- 
test products— the iPhone. When one of 
the gadgets went missing and his company 
began investigating him, he jumped off his 
apartment building and killed himself 

The death— which involves allegations 
that security guards roughed up the work- 
er— prompted Apple on Wednesday to issue 
a terse statement, insisting that all the com- 
pany’s contractors must treat workers with 
respect and dignity 

The 25-year-old Sun started his new job last 
year after earning a degree in business man- 
agement. He moved from his native Yunnan 
province— a poor region sharing a border 
with Myanmar— to the southern boomtown 
of Shenzhen, home to the sprawling factory 
complex run by Foxconn Technology Group. 
The Taiwanese manufacturer has long been 


FOXCONN’S RESPONSE 

Foxconn executive Li Jinming said in a 
statement that Sun’s death showed that 
the company needed to do a better job 
helping its employees with psychological 
pressures. “Sun Danyong graduated from 
a good school. He joined the company in 
2008. He had an extremely bright future. 
The group and I feel deep pain and regret 
when a young person dies like this.” 

one of Apple’s key suppliers. 

Sun’s job involved shipping iPhone proto- 
types to Apple. It was an extremely sensitive 
position for a company like Apple, known for 
shrouding its new product launches in secrecy 
and suspense— a strategy that’s consistently 
helped whip up the just-can’t-wait-to-buy-it 
feeling among consumers worldwide. 

Although Apple and Foxconn confirmed 
Sun’s suicide, they would not provide much 
information about the circumstances of his

death. Many details have been reported by 
the state-run Southern Metropolis Daily, 
one of the region’s most popular and aggres- 
sive newspapers. 

The paper’s account, which hasn’t been 
disputed by the companies, said: Sun report- 
ed on July 13 that he was missing one of the 
16 fourth-generation iPhones in his posses- 
sion. Foxconn security guards searched his 
apartment, detained him and beat him. In 
the early morning of July 16, a distraught Sun 
jumped from the 12 th floor of his apartment 
building. 

Jill Tan, an Apple spokeswoman in Hong 
Kong, issued only a brief statement about 
the incident. 

“We are saddened by the tragic loss of this 
young employee, and we are awaiting results 
of the investigations into his death,” 

Tan said. “We require our suppliers 
to treat all workers with dignity 
and respect.”

When RedEye debuted, it was geared toward the i8-to-34-year-old 
demographic, and I fell solidly in that mix.

For example, after purchasing a non-government- subsidized new 
antenna and settingup the converter— which, of course, necessitates 
unplugging the Betamax player— you’ll find you get NBC and, if you’re 
lucky, ABC. But you can likely forget about CBS. As a consolation 
prize, the digital TV people give you an extra NBC channel, but this 
one— this is true— shows only swimming meets and beach volleyball. 

CBS deprivation may not mean much to those members of the 
cultural elite with access to the Cable News Network and the Music 
Television, but it’s all the rest of us are talking about down at the bingo 
hall. How else do you get to hear five minutes of birds chirping with- 
out CBS? Go outside? 

No CBS also means no “NCIS” or “CSF’ or “CSI: Miami,” though 
Fm told the government, aware of the problem, is considering issuing 
coupons to pay for an evening of live, in-your-living-room entertain- 
ment by David Caruso. 

Even the channels that do come in do so only sporadically You’ll be 
watching the golf and the “No Signal” alert will float across the screen 
just as Tom Watson is lining up to putt on the i8th green and, if he 
sinks it, undoubtedly announce he’s using his earnings to buy new digi- 
tal TVs for everyone who has rooted for him all these years. 

What do you do then? You can’t check the Internet at the library 
because the homeless guy’s got the computer reserved for the day You 
can’t call the local newspaper and talk to the guy whose job it was to 
deal with you, because he’s been laid off And you can’t wait for the 
evening news, because you don’t get CBS. 

So, you’re stuck hoping they scroll the score beneath the beach 
volleyball on the NBC-Alternate Universe station, or wandering the 
streets hoping a little birdie tells you, or reading the news on some- 
one’s stomach the next day

Last week was a deadly week in West Town, 
which includes Bucktown, Wicker Park and the 
Ukrainian Village. 

A 50-year-old Texas man was found beaten 
to death in West Town on Monday, his birthday, 
according to the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office records. The man was 
discovered in the 700 block of North Throop 
Street. On Thursday, a 22-year-old man was 
stabbed to death in West Town while a 20-year- 
old man died hours after he was shot in the 1100 
block of North Wood Street. 

The deaths brought West Town’s 2009 murder 
toll to six, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Overall, there have been 41 murders so far this 
month. Chicago police recorded 64 murders last 
July, the deadliest month of 2008.

L.A. police and agents with the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration went through 
the Armstrong Medical Clinic on Wednesday 
for about 2 hours. Authorities said they 
were searching for documents. 


“The search warrant authorized law 
enforcement to search for and seize items, 
including documents, they believed consti- 
tuted evidence of the offense of manslaugh- 
ter,” Ed Chernoff, Murray’s attorney, said in a 
statement posted on his law firm’s Web site. 
The Harris County warrant remains sealed 
and unavailable to the media. 

Chernoff said agents left with “a forensic 
image” of a computer hard drive and 2i docu- 
ments. 

Houston police surrounded the building as 
the investigators went inside at about 10:30 
a.m. DEA spokeswoman Violet Szeleczky 


said about 20 people were in the Armstrong 
Medical Clinic, including employees. 

A neighborhood crowd gathered to 
watch the raid until agents left after i p.m. 
and Houston police told reporters and the 
onlookers to leave the clinic’s property 
Murray has emerged as a central figure in 
the investigation. The doctor, who had been 
recently hired byjackson, was with him in his 
mansion and tried to revive him. 

Szeleczky said the agents were looking for 
Murray’s records, not drugs, but wouldn’t 
specify further.

The Blackhawks’ prized 
off-season pickup, 

Marian Hossa, is injured— 
and the Hawks knew it

The Blackhawks’ roller-coaster off-season has 
taken another downhill turn. 

Winger Marian Hossa, who signed a 12-year, 
$62,8 million free-agent contract July i— the 
richest in team history— is rehabilitating an 
injured rotator cuff. General Manager Stan 
Bowman said Wednesday 
Bowman called Hossa’s injury “relatively 
minor” but did not rule out surgery that could 
sideline the five-time All-Star for the start of 
the 2009-10 season, 

“At this point we're watching him and moni- 
toring how he progresses,” said Bowman, who 
took over the GM job after Dale Tallon was re- 
assigned July 14, “We're hoping that like a lot of 
other guys they rehab it and are good to go,” 
The left-handed, 30 -year-old shooter is in 
Minnesota rehabbing his right shoulder with 
a specialist, and the team will wait to see if 
the shoulder responds favorably If it doesn't. 
Bowman said Hossa would have surgery to 
repair it but that it “would be a last resort,” 
“The goal is to get this thing to setde down,” 
Bowman said, “Fwe have to do {surgery] we'll 
do it. It's not a major injury, that's the good 
news. We want to make sure we do the right 
thing, We're still determining what that is,” 
Bowman said Hossa injured the shoulder

during the Stanley Cup playoffs while a mem- 
ber of the Detroit Red Wings, but Wings GM 
Ken Holland told mlive,com Wednesday that 
Hossa played all last season with a slightly torn 
rotator cuff 

“He was hurt before he got to us,” Holland 
said, “Our doctors looked at him and recom- 
mended he should have something done at 
some point but it's something he can play 
with,” 

Bowman said Hossa has undergone a bat- 


tery of tests— including an MRI, F surgery is 
required, he could miss “a few months,” 

“F he responds {to rehab], off you go,” 
Bowman added, “You can't wait forever, but 
you also have to give rehab a chance,” 

Hossa, who has played in at least 72 games 
in nine of his 10 NHL seasons, appeared in 74 
regular- season games with the Wings last sea- 
son, He scored a team-high 40 goals and added 
31 assists. He added six goals and nine assists 
in 23 postseason games, but was limited to 


three assists in seven games of the Stanley Cup 
finals. 

Bowman, who was Tallon's assistant at the 
time of the signing, said the Hawks knew of 
the injury when the deal was done, 

“W^ were aware of it from the very minute 
we started negotiations with his agent that he 
had a sore shoulder going back to the playoFs,” 
Bowman said, “He played all the way up to 
Game 7 {of the finals] so it wasn't something 
he couldn't play with,”

Must try; Vanilla ice cream with mango-tomato sorbet (above, part of 
the $20 prix-fixe menu). After four well-portioned, filling courses, this is 
a sweet (but not too sweet), refreshing finale.

Any way you slice it, there are some debates that’ll rage on

Is it the wedge or the square? 



Kevin Pang: Yo Phil. Square-cut piz- 
zas should go the way of Crystal 
Pepsi. The first time I laid eyes on 
one, I thought surely there was a 
mistake; perhaps in the course of slic- 
ing from center point to outer band, 
like normal humans do, the pizza 
maker slipped on the slick floor and 
his wrist went sideways. He thought, 
“Wow, I’m onto something. I’m inno- 
vating on decades of pizza tradition!” 
It’s no innovation. It’s impractical 
and dumb. 

Phil Vettel: Hey, Kev Party-cut pizza, 
as it’s commonly known, is a fact of 
life in Chicago and, according to slice. 
seriouseats.com, variations can be 
found throughout the Midwest. The 
grid-cutting pattern that offends you 
happens to be useful in reducing pizza 
to manageable portions, particularly 
in standing-around-chatting situa- 
tions. Unquestionably, grid-cut pizza 
has its drawbacks. But it’s a tradition, 
and some people like the squares. 

KP: You must know who came up with 
this hare-brained idea. 

PV: I asked Chicago Magazine’s Penny 
Pollack, co-author of “Everybody 
Loves Pizza,” and she said, “That’s 
like asking who built Stonehenge. 
Maybe some malcontent diner said, ‘I 
thought this pizza would have more

slices,’ and voila! A frustrated server 
brandished the pizza cutter to create 
more pieces.” I can’t improve on that 
theory 

KP: I think you’re avoiding the ques- 
tion. I’m saying within Chicagoland— 
heck, the Tri-State area— they should 
ban the party-cut practice, the way 
they banned foie gras. You wouldn’t 
serve a hot dog outside the bun, so 
why would you desecrate a pizza? 

The wedge cut is the only shape that 
embraces the entire pizza experience, 
from the soft tip through to the crispy 
crust. It’s the only cut where every 
slice is homogeneous and uniform. 
God slices his pizza into wedges. 
What says you? 

PV: Pollack agrees with you, by the 
way, that the party cut “blasphemes 
the glorious Neapolitan history of 
pizza.” But Chicago’s foie-gras dalli- 
ance teaches us the futility of banning 
anything. As long as there are parties, 
there will be the party cut.

Jamie Foxx is all over the place. The Oscar-winning actor, comedian and radio 
host is taking his Blame It Tour on a 50 -city trek to prove he^s serious about 
his music career. The Star Tribune in Minneapolis caught up with the classi- 
cally trained pianist, 41, to see what he^s been up to since his two best-selling 
albums (2005’s “Unpredictable” and last year’s “Intuition”) hit shelves. 


You are famous for playing or mimicking 
other people In the movies and on TV, How 
did you go about finding your own singing 
voice? 

IVe been fortunate to have fun songs, IVe 
been fortunate to run into Kanye West, a 
brilliant, brilliant musician who came to one 
of my house parties and put me on “Slow 
Jamz,” which is a fun song. Then we went 
from that to “Gold Digger,” which is a fun 
song, “Unpredictable,” a fun song. And then 
you have “Blame It,” a fun song. That is basi- 
cally my voice, because the world always 
needs a fun song, 

''Blame It” spent a record 14 weeks at No, 1 on 
the R&B charts this spring and went to No, 2 
on the pop list. Why was It so big? 

Where we are 
in music today with the Auto-Tune, I think 
we captured the Auto-Tune the best in a long 
while — since T-Pain, 

You hooked up with Ron Howard and other 
stars at the Obama Inaugural and they 
became part of the "Blame It” video.

I would love to, but I wouldn't want to say
